Ed Wallace. Pickaway Coun- 
J ty’s representative to the Ohio 
j General Assembly, Friday found 
j time heavy on his hands.

cult hours in the recently-con­ 
cluded legislature, he enjoyed 
every minute of it. 
In fact, Wallace declared that 
the assignment “ turned out to be 
kinda easy.” He explained: 
“Seemed like everybody knew 
somebody 
in Circleville 
a n d 
Pickaway County. As a result, I 
found that making friends up 
there was an easy matter. 
“ If they hadn’t done busi­ 
ness personally In my home­ 
town. they said 
they knew 
about the Circleville Pumpkin 
Show or Ted Lewis—and that 
made them 
my c o u n t r y 
cousins. 
“ I had once served as presi­ 
dent of the state bakers’ associa­ 
tion, was a past president of the 
Chamber of Commerce and the 
Rotary Club—all this gave me 
an rn—and we all were calling 
each other by our first names.” 
What about the political party 
“ barrier” ? 
Not much to that, Wallace re­ 
lates—not after a delegation of 
this county’s Republican women 
appeared in the house and re­ 
quested that they be introduced 
by Democrat Wallace instead of 
by a GOPster. 
This scene, which was quick­ 
ly picked up by all news re­ 
porters present, tagged Wal­ 
lace as a man who would have 
no use for a rubber stamp.

What about the school aid bill 
which was passed by the assem ­ 
bly at the last minute.

‘There w asn ’t much doubt in 
m y mind that there would be a

Speaking of lobbies, W allace 
says they don’t bother him 
very much. He explains:

first session was held Aug. 5. 
The death in 1876 of John Ma­ 
son who had leased his IOO ac­ 
res to the association for free oc­ 
cupancy for ten years, created 
a new difficulty, "h e lease was 
found invalid by the court.

res. The old Woodside hotel was 
erected in 1884 and the Hocking 
Valley railroad placed a station 
there. 
The years 1886 and 1887 were 
m em orable for the first appear­ 
ance on the grounds of the great 
evangelists, Sam Jones and Sam 
S m all,'who returned m any times 
to thrill 
vast 
audiences 
with 
their vivid personalities and or­ 
atory. 
The nam e of the cam p m eet­ 
ing was changed in 1893 to The 
L ancaster Cam p Meeting of the 
Methodist Episcopal c h u r c h . 
The new auditorium, noted for 
its architecture and absence of 
supporting structural arches or 
columns, was built in 1895. 
Leading the pre c e s s i o n of 
speakers on down thru the de­ 
cades w'ere Captain Richard P. 
Hobson, Bishops

E. Hoss 
and C. B. Galloway, George R. 
S.uart, L. B. W ickersham, Wil­

Today the grounds boast ap­ 
proximately 350 cottages, a mod- 
hotel, cafeteria, g r o c e r y 
store, office, library and book­ 
store, post office, cam era shop, 
tabernacle, kindergarten, in ad­ 
dition to the main 
auditorium. 
Electric lights illuminate the en­ 
tire place, ana a supply of city 
w ater and other facilities are on 
the grounds.

Pastor Warns 
Moral Blindness 
Grips Nation 
SPRINGFIELD, 
June 
23—A 
Pennsylvania pastor has warned 
that secular a n i economic inter­ 
ests have brought spiritual blind­ 
ness and social and m oral de­ 
generation to America. 
This was the charge m ade in 
the final session cf a Wittenberg 
college school on m arriage and 
the family by Dr. Morris Grath, 
Lutheran m inister and professor 
of sociology at Muhlenberg col­ 
lege, Allentown. Pa. 
He stated that “ economic suc­ 
cess has been openly accepted 
as the norm of hum an worth—in 
direct contradiction to the Chris­ 
tian religion.” He added: 
“ Secular interests have crowd­ 
ed 
out the 
religious 
and ec- 
o lomic interests dom inate 
the 
American com m unity.” 
Dr. Grath asserted that only 
the farm family still is able to 
carry out sociological functions. 
He pointed out that 20 percent of 
all m arriages t.ow end in divorce 
and that the divorce rate had in­ 
creased 4,000 percent since 1867. 
He continued: 
“ An understanding of what is 
happening to the family can not 
ignore illegitimacy and abortion. 
More than 100.000 children are 
born annually to unm arried mo­ 
thers. Conservative estim ates re­ 
port 700.000 abortions each year, 
about 60 percent of them ille­ 
gal.”

Potentially, m an is m oral; but 
the fact that his politically or­ 
ganized life has showm itself to 
be grossly im m oral cannot be 
questioned. One has only to read 
the 
histories 
of 
the

“ power” nations to be reminded 
of how numerous and glaring are 
the instances o political and ec- j 
onomic aggression. 
The point has already been 
m ade that since the state is a i 
corporate body it is naturally 
lacking 
in 
m oral 
sensitivity. 
Without a centralized conscience 
its vision of its own ability to

Tagore was right when in lec­ 
turing in the West he said that 
“ complete m a n ” was giving way 
to “ the political and the com­ 
mercial m an. the m an of 
the 
limited purpose.” 
Big governments and big busi­ 
ness, like John Wesley, have had 
as their motto: “ The world is my 
parish.” When ambitious busi­ 
ness under strong governments 
becomes intrenched in “ good” 
territory, every effort i* m ade to 
keep competitors out. When an 
op. -sing aggressive and envious 
combination feels itself strong 
enough, it endeavors to take the 
business for itself. This frequent­ 
ly leads to open conflict between 
the opposing govem m tnts. 
The third ethical cause of w ar 
is the tacit agreem ent on the 
part of

of the 
world’s electorate that w ar is a 
legitimate m eans of solving dif­

nations, 
at 
least as a last resort. 
It does

TO DIVIDE TAX DOLLAR 


TH E R E is a possibility the people 


more concerned over increasing taxes than 


appears at first glance. In the past pro­ 
tests and complaints have been of no avail. 
But a proposed constitutional am end­ 
ment which would limit the power of the 
federal government to tax without limit— 
to the detriment of lesser taxing bodies— 
is attracting powerful support. State and 
local taxing agencies are at a great disad­ 
vantage in competing with 
the 
national 
government in the hunt for tax dollars. 
Because the federal government gets the 
first crack at incomes, profits, estate tax­ 
es, and other principal sources of revenue, 
state and local governments often face def­ 
icits which are impossible to meet. 
Under the proposed am endm ent the fed­ 
eral government would be restricted to a 
peacetim e take of 25 percent of income, 
profit and estate taxes. When the Utah leg­ 
islature passed a resolution calling on Con­ 
gress to call a constitutional convention to 
enact this am endm ent it became the 21st 
state to take this action. Action by ll more 
states is required. 
Who will attempt to argue that income 
taxes should be higher than 25 percent in 
peacetime? With proper 
fiscal 
m anage­ 
m ent taxes higher than that will not be 
needed. 


MILK AND HONEY 
THAT the United States will continue to 
be a land of milk and honey is apparent 


by casual scrutiny of crop reports. Harrow- 


Three factors enter into the propaganda 
of any country within the United States: 
1. The legitimate provision of informa­ 


tion and propaganda. Such agencies are 
maintained in the United States by nearly 
all countries, probably the largest being 
i the British. 
I 
American employes of such organizations 
are required by law to register as foreign 
agents. This list 
has 
heretofore 
always 
1 been a public document, available to any­ 
one who cared to look at it. For some rea­ 
son, not readily understood, this has now 
become a secret list, perhaps to protect 
I Washington lawyers. 


2. The various organizations of Ameri­ 
cans who voluntarily spend their own time 
and money being pro or anti this or that. 
The country is full of them. As regards 
China, there are a number of associations 
in favor of Nationalist or Communist Chi­ 
na. Some of these have been effective. 
3. The clandestine efforts of foreign gov­ 
ernments by diverse means to influence 
public opinion. These are naturally not al­ 
ways traceable. For instance, Nationalist 
China had, during the war years, set up 
agencies in Washington under the general 
management of T. V. Soong, David Corcor­ 
an (brother of Tommy) and Ludwik Rajch- 
man to operate various enterprises in con­ 
nection with loans, supplies, etc. Whether 
such an agency also engaged in influencing 
views, I do not know. The natural supposi­ 
tion must be that every country seeks to 
win friends and does the best it can. And 
the winning of friendship is a gentle art 
with many techniques. 


Soviet Russia employed am torg in num ­ 
erous ways, from trade and commerce to 
espionage. To what extent other govern­ 
ments employ similar agencies for these 
purposes has never been established in a 
quotable manner. 


The phrase, the “China lobby,** has thus 
far not been defined as belonging to the 
categories described above. If it is found 
that an agency of the Chinese government j 
employed a publicity firm, such as the 
Allied Syndicates, Inc., or some other, this 
is legitimate and there can be no criticism 
either of the employer or the employe. The 
Allied Syndicates has been close to the 
Democratic Party, having had John Sulli­ 
van, former secretary of the Navy, and 
Clark Clifford, former counselor to the 
President, associated with it. It has also

CORONARY thrombosis is be­ 
com ing more com m on am ong 
people past the age of 40. This 
disorder, which affects so many 
men and women at the peak of 
their careers, results from the 
formation of a blood clot In the 
arteries which supply the heart 
muscle itself with blood. 
Its outstanding symptom 
is 
pain, usually of a gripping or 
rise-like character. In the midst 
of such an attack, the patient be­ 
comes very pale and the skin 
takes en an ashen-gray hue 
There is ordinarily a marked 
drop in the blood pressure and 
the patient often exhibits all the 
symptoms of shock. Such attacks 
may come without warning, or 
they may be brought on by em o­ 
tional upsets or the stress of 
overwork. 
Diagnosis is sometimes made 
by the use of an electrocardio­ 
graph, which records the elec­ 
trical Im pulses of th e heart, 
thereby showing where the heart 
is damaged. 
The treatm ent of this condi­ 
tion consists of complete bed rest 
for from four to eight weeks, the 
giving of drugs to prevent pain, 
plus others to increase the circu­ 
lation to the heart. 
Recently, a new type of treat­ 
ment has been advocated. Anti­ 
coagulants or blood-clotting pre­ 
ventives are given. The purpose 
of their use is to prevent exten­ 
sion of the blood clot, thereby 
keeping further heart damage 


J from occurring. The clots have a 
tendency to become larger once 
they have formed, and the anti- 
j coagulants keep this from hap- 
: Pining 
Two drugs have been used for 
this purpose, heparin and Di- 
cumarol. Usually, treatment is 
j begun with heparin because it Is 
faster acting than Dicumarol. 


I The patient is then switched to 
I Dicumarol because of its relative 
: Inexpensiveness and ease of 
handling in com parison w ith 
heparin. D aily tests m ust be 
made of the blood to make sure 
that its clotting ability has not 
become so 
low 
as to permit 
hemorrhage. 
Many patients obtain great re- 
lief and improve much faster 
under this type of treatment. Re­ 
sults were much better in the 
patients treated with heparin 
and Dicumarol than in those who 
j were not. It would appear that 
the anticoagulants offer a new 
and most hopeful weapon against 
a disease which has become an 
even greater problem during re­ 
cent years.

By WINONA MCKINNON 
Central Press Correspondent 
NEW ORLEANS — Gentleman 
Jean Lafitte, the polished pirate of 
the Gulf of Mexico, is once more 
In the headlines In New Orleans. 
That’a nothing new for the suave 
French buccaneer who has had a 
price on his head, been evicted by 
the United States Navy from his 
own corsair housing project and 
later rewarded for valor in the 
defense of our country. But La­ 
fitte, portrayed on the screen by 
Frederick March and Paul Hen- 
reid, has lain In a much-disputed 
grave for the past century and 
newsprint usually favors more cur­ 
rent personalities. 
Still, less colorful personages are 
trying to pin down the elusive 
privateer. On Dec. 6. in New Or­ 
leans Civil District court, Arthur 
Lamazou, operator of a bar located 
In the historic French Quarter, 
brought a $45,000 suit against 
Owen Brennan, owner of The Old 
Absinthe House. The suit charged 
that Brennan, by claiming legend 
puts Lafltte’s meeting-place with 
Andrew Jackson at The Old Ab­ 
sinthe House, has caused “depre­ 
ciation of Lamazou’s building— 
$15,000; loss of business—$10,000; 
mental anguish and humiliation— 
$20,000.” 
• 
• 
• 
THE $45,000 suit placed Judge A. 
E. Rainold in a delicate position. 
It was up to him to put the finger 
on flashing Lafitte at the time he 
met with Jackson to plan a defeat 
of the British in 1815. Since Solo­ 
mon, wisdom has been the better 
part of a judge’s equipment and 
it was not absent from the Civil 
court In February, when Judge 
Rainold made his decision. 
He did not say where Lafitte 
attended that meeting. He simply 
dismissed Lamazou’s case Baying, 
“Legend means nothing more than 
hearsay or a story handed down 
from the past,” indicating man 
cannot sue man for claiming a 
legend exists. 
So Jean Lafitte'! spirit Is free 
again to wander Into whichever 
tavern he will. No court action has 
assigned him to one particular 
building date, although Lafitte pos­ 
sessed a building of his own In 
the French Quarter during the 
early 1800’e and a much discussed 
establishment It was. 
On the corner of Bourbon and 
S t Philip street etande a tittle 
building with a huge forge. It was 
here that Jean Lafitte and his 
brother Pierre conducted a black­ 
smith shop. They did but a mod­ 
erate business, never soiling their

hands; leaving the labor to slaves. 
In spite of long absence they 
prospered so much that New Or­ 
leanians began to whisper about 
their success. In time the source 
of their wealth became common 
knowledge. The blacksmith shop 
was a “front” for th# far more 
profitable slave trade. 
It soon became apparent that 
the Lafitte! headed a group of 
smugglers who operated out of the 
Gulf of Mexico and into the Carib­ 
bean. The spoils of this industry 
were sold through the blacksmith 
shop and with little censure. Smug­ 
gling at that time was considered 
a reasonable business, especially 
ainee the contraband was desirable 
and 
could 
often 
be 
purchased 
cheaply by the citizenry.

THIS HAPPY situation might 
have continued indefinitely, but I-s- 
fitte’s men wounded a revenue offi­ 
cer and In November, 1813, Gover­ 
nor Claiborne posted a $500 reward 
for Jean’s capture. Not to be out­ 
done, Jean two days later had 
posted on the buildings of New 
Orleans a reward of $1,500 for 
Claiborne’s 
capture. 
Neither 
of 
these sums was claimed and Jean 
gradually became a hunted, though 
still a wealthy man. His brother, 
Pierre, was captured, Imprisoned 
and escaped. 
The British were threatening 


T New Orleans seriously from the 
mouth of the Mississippi and Jean 
offered the services of himself and 
his freebooters to the desperate 
Claiborne. This offer was not an­ 
swered and Commodore Patterson 
of the United States Navy with 
three barges of armed men assault­ 
ed Lafltte’s privateer community 
on the edge of the Gulf, demolish­ 
ing it and taking approximately 
$500,000 worth of merchandise § t 
J the United States government. 
In December, 1814, Andrew Jack­ 
son rode into New Orleans to de­ 
fend it against the British 
He 
knew, and I.<afltte in hiding knew, 
that almost insurmountable odds 
were against the Americans. La­ 
fitte once more offered his service* 
to his adopted country, this time 
giving Jackson the opportunity to 
accept or refuse. Jackson quickly 
agreed and the ranks of the A n f / 
were joined by the buccaneers. 
Their knowledge of the bayous and 
their firearms helped wrest victory 
from the British in the decisive 
battle of New Orleans, Jan. 8, 1815. 


ON FER. fl, the grateful govern­ 
ment granted full pardon to every 
freebooter who could prove he had 
fought in the Battle of New Or­ 
leans. Lafitte was lionized by New 
Orleans society and appeared Q I 
numerous balls and dinners at Res­ 
taurant d’Orleans. 
However, the 
call of the sea was stronger than 
the call of the quadrille. Jean and 
Pierrn left Louisiana and journeyed 
to Galveston, where they set up 
another colony but never enjoyed 
the success that blessed them be­ 
fore the war. 
The grave of Jean Lafitte may 
be seen by many travellers. Thera 
are five such resting places witiun 
60 milea of New Orleans. G alvt- 
ton has several. He Is rumored to 
have been burled In Yucatan. In 
1949, his grave was declared to be 
In Alton, 111., where- he was ssJd 
to have ended his years In re­ 
spectability. 
No matter where his bones may 
rest, his name appears on many 
yellowed documents In New Or­ 
leans, where his spirit Is still tan­ 
gling with the law. 
And In the 
secret room of the Old A bain ti 
House which is in almost the same 
condition aa It was In his day, fig­ 
ures of Lafitte and Andy Jackson 
have been placed In dramatic atti­ 
tudes, such as they may have 
•truck while planning the defense 
of their beloved America. 
The pirate whoae home and for­ 
tune changed many times was 
never in doubt about which country 
held his unswerving loyalty.

He may have been rude to 
some newspapermen, as charged 
from time to time. He may have 
y?t his team get away from him 
back in 1949, when his players in 
effect struck against him. 
But you'll never knock him to 
me. I can’t think of him entirely 
objectively, but rather in the 
light of a reporter who frequent­ 
ly ran against him in pursuit of 
news. He was always a wonder­ 
ful guy wath me.

• HE WAS ONE OF the few top 
Toght sports people who did not 
let success go to his head. He 
won pennants with the Cardinals 
in 1942, 1943 and 1944 before he 
went to the Braves. 
He then started rebuilding the 
Braves, wuth the result that they 
won the pennant in 1948 for the 
first time in 34 years. 
Southworth then was the hero 
of Boston, and of baseball de­ 
spite his loss to the Cleveland In­ 
d ians in the World Series. In 
fact, they couldn’t do enough for 
him in Boston. 
All that ended suddenly when 
his team began to go sour and he 
went the same way. 
Once genial and a great guy 
„o be with he suddenly chang­ 
ed and even his own players 
revolted. That w as the begin­ 
ning of the end. 
$ The end arrived this week. 
The Boston club and South­ 
worth himself insist he is not 
through. That is, he will rest 
and catch on somewhere else. It 
isn’t likely unless he is willing to 
accept a menial major league 
job or something in the minors. 
When Billy’s son, who had 
flown the war without a scratch, 
was killed in a plane crash after 
the war, something went out of 
£ rn. Try as he might, he could 
not forget that loss and it caused 
him ultimately to lose his Boston 
job 
Southworth fought his 
way 
back once from what appeared 
to be baseball’s limbo and he 
may do it again, but it is doubt­ 
ful. He is past 50 years of age 
and no longer a guy fighting his 
way up. He may not have enough 
ta fight his way back.

Korean War veterans now are 
entitled to ll Veterans Ad rn im s- 
ration 
benefits, 
according 
to 
Jam es P. Shea. Pickaway Coun» 
tv service officer. 
Shea listed the benefits as fol­ 
lows ; 
“ Hospitalization: 
A 
Korean 
veteran who needs hospital care 
for a non-service-connected disa­ 
bility may obtain treatment in a 
VA hospital if there is a bed 
available and rf he is unable to 
pay for private treatment. Pre­ 
viously Korean veterans were 
entitled to treatment only for 
service-connected 
ailments 
or 
for s e n ice-incurred disabilities. 
“Domiciliary care: VA domi­ 
ciliary homes are open to Ko­ 
rean veterans if the> have per­ 
manent disabilities, are unable 
tc earn a living or to maintain 
themselves outside a domiciliary 
home. 
“ Disability compensation: Full 
wartime ra.es of compensation 
are payable to Korean veterans 
—regardless of whether the re 
was actual Korean area service. 
Previously the 
war-time 
rate 
was payable only if there was 
actual service in Korea. These 
rates of compensation Decamp 
effective May ll, 1951. 
“ Disability pension: 
Korean 
veterans who become perman­ 
ently and totally disabled for 
causes not due to service will not 
be entitled to pensions as War I 
and War II veterans. They are 
subject to the same restrictions 
and the $6C (or $72) monthly pay­ 
ment is the same. 
“ Vocational training: Educa­ 
tion and training under PL 16 is 
extended to disabled, 
service 
connected Korean veterans. The 
veteran must be in need of train­ 
ing to overcome his handicap 
and the disability must be one 
resulting from armed conflict or 
extra-hazardous service. 
“ Indemnity and insurance ac*: 
AHI persons in active service af­ 
ter June 27, 1950 are automatic­ 
ally insured against death in the 
amount of $10,000 without cost to 
the serviceman—including per­ 
sons ordered to report for final 
acceptance or for entry upon ac­ 
tive duty. Any person called to 
extended active service for a 
period exceeding 30 days is en­ 
titled to this insurance protec­ 
tion. This new type of insurance 
cannot be converted to a perma 
nent plan, but remains on a term 
basis only, except that term cov­ 
erage 
after 
service 
will 
be 
granted to those eligible for pa <4- 
service insurance due to a ser­ 
vice-incurred disability. 
“ Aid for blind: The VA pro­ 
vides special aids for blind vet­ 
erans who have a service-dor 
nected disability even though the 
blindness is not service-connect­ 
ed. This includes a “ seeing eye” 
dog and electronic and mechani­ 
cal equipment. 
“Special housing: 
This law 
providing specially a d a p t e d 
housing for wheel-chair living 
applies to Korean as veil as 
peace time veterans It is neces­ 
sary to show a spinal injury or 
d sease which has resulted in a 
paralysis of the legs and lower 
body. 
“ Death 
compensation: 
W id -1 
ows. children and dependent pal - 
ents may be entitled *o compen­ 
sation if the death of a Korean 
veteran was due to service, just 
as n the case of War II veter­ 
ans. 
“Death pension: Widows and 
children of Korean veterans w ll 
he entitled to pension as are 
those dependents of War II vet­ 
erans. The veteran must have 
had rf disabling service-connect­ 
ed condition at the time of death 
to lend eligibility. 
“ Burial 
expense?: 
A 
burial 
benefit of $150 is allowed I ow ai i 
the funeral expenses of a Korean 
veteran. Also, an American flag 
can be obtained if the veteran 
had service during War I and ll, 
or, if he had a complete peace­

enlistment

dis­ 
charged for disability rn line of

KHA Loans To Be Slopped 
Next Week, Agency Fears 


WASHINGTON, June 23—Fed­ 
eral Housing Administration of­ 
ficials report that 
FHA home 
loan insurance operations will 
automatically stop next week un­ 
less Congress votes new author­ 
ity for the agency. 
FHA has asked Congress for 
permission to insure $1.5 bil­ 
lion worth of home loans dur­ 
ing the next 12 months, but so 
far it has failed to act on the 
request. 
About $75 million now remain 
in FHA's mortgage lending in­ 
surance “ kitty,” but this is ex­ 
pected to be exhausted some­ 
time next week. After that, in­ 
surance operations will depend 
on Congress. 
Officials 
previously 
thought 
the agency would run out of in­ 
surance authority in May, 
but 
credit controls and the sharp 
cutback 
in 
mortgage 
lending 
eased the problem considerably 
by reducing demand.
